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ELEVATOR ACT EXPLAINED?| School Consolidation 


W, J. Tregillus and Secretary Woodbridge 
Address Strathmore Earmers

With the object, as he explained | 
of clearing up the misunderstanding | 
which has existed between Strath- 
more Local of the United Farmers 
of Alberta and the main body, Presi- 
dent W. J. Tregillus motored down | 
to Strathmore on Saturday, accom-| 
panied by Mr P. P, Woodbridge, 
general Secretary of the U. F. A., 
and met a gathering of almost 140 
farmers. The meeting was held in) 
the Town Hall, which was crowded | 
almost to suffocation, many being} 
unable to get inside of the hall, and} 
having to be content with ‘rubber-/ 
ing” trom the lobby and stairs. 

The debate was of a somewhat 
informal nature, owing to the de- 
fenders of the Elevator Act and its 
foes sometimes interrupting each} 
other without the interposition of) 
the chair. Those prominent were, | 
of course, Messrs Tregillus and} 
Woodbridge, for the defence, with 
Mr W. D. Trego, the “hero” of 
the recent exploit at Bassano. The 
whief critics were Messrs Henry 
‘Sarensen, M. E, Sly, and T. .H. 
[Buekerfield, and an outside critic} 
whe sprung a big lot ot pointed 
(questians was Mr Jas. Weir, Park- 
and, Alta., who seemed to know 
smore about the working of the Act 
ithan either Messrs Tregillus or 
Woodbridge. . ; 

A large number of points which 
‘bud not been brought up betore 
were brought out by discussion, 
but at the same time if is questioned 
if any of those present were any 
more convinced than previously of 
the merits or demerits of the Act,

There were several sharp inter- 
ecbanges, and sometimes the debate}. 
seemed to be getting somewhat 
personal, but generally it was con- 
ducted with good feeling. Mr 
Heary Soregsen presided, 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS | 
Mr Tregillus, in opening, ex- 
plained his inability to have been 
down on 14th inst., gpwing to the 
train being delayed. He agreed that 
it was a good thing for the two 
factions to get together and thresh 
out their difficulties. It appeared} 
to him that the whole difficulty was| 
over the question of co-operation, 
and he explained his ideas as to 
what he really cousidered co-oper- 
ation. It was a principle that was 
opposed to individualism or corpor- 
ation. In the past, he said, in- 
dividualism had made some advances 
but the combines had made greater) 
and the only way that he could | 
see to fight these combines suc- 
cessfully was by the principle 
of co-operation, In co-operation 
the crowning principle was one man 
cone vote, and this principle the 
cco-gperative elevator scheme had 
awvopted, and the principle 
that dhe man counted rather than 
the money. In corporations the 
reverse Was the case and men 
united for the sake of gain, but 
it was notso with the co-operative 
elevator scheme. He argued that the 
people must not expect to get aud 
give nothing, and he termed the 
co-operative system in all thirgs 
as applied Christianity. 
CO-OPERATION WANTED 
In his address he gave a_his- 
tory of the co-operative movement

and showed that to make it a 
success the right kind of men 
must be at the head of the sys- 


tem—not men with ulterior motives 

He showed that the country 
cm i fering on account of com- 
hit!

' i, ‘the past year 288 firms 
. abined into 46 and 47 banks 
wato. 26. These had all united 
into corporations and the people 
had to pay the piper. 


IS THE ACT CO-OPERATIVE ? 

The chairmav said they were 
pleased to have Mr Tregillus with 
them He called on any- 
one who had any questions to ask 
to speak, which brought Mr Thos 
Buckerfield to his feer. 

Mr Buckerfizld thought the presi- 
dent had not tonched on co-opera 
tion. Co-operation was asseciated 
with an idea, and that idea was the 
distribution of profits among the 
patrons, The Alberta company 
Was not co-operajive, because. it 
was not founded on thit idea. 

Mr Tregillus said he considered 
the Alberta Co-operative Society co- 
Operative because it was founded on 
the principle of one man, One vote, 
and apart altogether from the 
amount of money a man had invest- 
ed in it. 

WANTED A CHANCE 

Co-operation could not possibly 
live without best of business meth- 
od being embodied in it, and the 
Company he represented had, he 
thought, embodied the best busi- 
methods. They wanted the 
chance to make yood, and he 
thought the Company should be 
given a fair chance. They could 
not be blamed altogether for the 
elevator bill, for it was not framed 
by them but by the Government. 
They did not get everything they 
wanted, but half a loaf was betier 
than no bread. 

Under the Elevator Act the Gov- 
ernment loaned 85 per cent of the 
cost of constructing the elevators, 
and the shareholders paid up the 
cost of these elevators within four 
years, The money loaned by the 
Government was returnable in 
twenty equal yearly instalments, 
The shareholders could not get 
more than 8 per cent on sheit 
shares.

Mr. Sorensen contended that this | 


was wrong, because it did not 
matter where the man was living, 
whether he did or did not raise 
grain, he gothis dividend. The 
instructions of the Conven- 
tion to the directors were that 
the Act was to be made co-oper- 
ative, and this had not been 
done. He did not believe that 
any Government would dare 
refuse a demand for a true ce- 
operative institution. 
SORENSEN DENOUNCES 
FREAM 

Mr Fream had deliberately 
lied to the convention when he 
said that he (Sorensen) voted for 
the Ac. He had asked that the 
minute be shown stating wiere 
he had voted for it, but this had 
nct been done. He had also been 
refused the opportunity to speak 
on the subject at the Lethbridge 
Convention, though he had been 
assured that he would be given 
the right to ask Mr Fream some 
questions. He went on to giv 
other instances of where the min- 
ority had been done out of their 
rights at Lethbridge ‘But 1 
managed (he said) to ask Mr 
Fream why it was necessary to 
borrow such a large amount from 
the Government and he replied 
that the money was needed for a 
rainy day, : 

“Fream, in my cpinion, is 
responsible for the whole mixup, 
and the other directors are to 
blame only insofar as they let 
that gentleman run things with- 
out checking him,” Mr Fream 
was behind the whole scheme, 
and he had done his best to 
work it in with the Grain Grow- 
ers Grain Co, 

Mr Weir gave a number of 
instances of wrong doing on 
the part of agents of the Com- 
pany, and Mr Woodbridge said

HISTORY OF CONSOLIDA- 
TION 


The consolidation School was 
a new movement in Alberta, and 
Warner was the oly place 
where the grustess had yet decid: 
ed to adopt the plan. It had, 
however, been tried out in Mani- 
toba and Ontario. In Ontario it 
nad been very sucessful from an 
educational standpoint,. but it 
was not mecting with unqualified 
| success otherwise, the peopie there 
jbeing very ¢ ynservative in therr | 


jideas, Dut he be teved that there 
was not the same covservatism in 
| Alberta, the people being willing 
|totry outany scheme that look- 
jed practical and beneficial, In 
{Manitoba the Goverament was 
actively encouraging the forma- 
|tion of consolidated schools, and 
jconsequently thers were a large 
jnumber in operation, The 
}movement, however, had come 
jto its greatest height in the Unit- 
| States, where there were no less 
|than 18,009 consolidated schools 
jteaching both public school dnd 
|high school work, and 20,000 
puslie school grade only. In 
| Manitoba the cost of consolida- 
|tion was estimated at 30 p.r cent 
}more than the small school sys: 
jtem, but the effiicency and at- 
| ter dance was greatly inc eased, | 
BEST TYPE OF SCHOOL 
The ordinary country school was | 
very lowin reg rd to efficiency, | 
}not because of any fault of the 
lteachers, but because the range | 
of grades was too great, and a 
young child could not be left | 
alone for a long time without the 
assistance Of ateacher In the 
city schools hesbelicved that the 
tendency wag@Pe other way, and 
the child was not allowed enough 


of his own initaitive, in’ other 
words, they were spoon fed. 
The consolidated school, with 


four or five teachers, teaching | 
grades up to the second or third 
year highschool, combined the 
advantages of both systems 
without the defects. The con- 
solidated school should be looked 
at from a broad point of view. 
It should be the centre of every 


movement for the advancement 
of the district, and it was a phase 
of the great movement of co- 
operation that was spreading 
over the land, 

Strathmore was well-situated 


for a consolidated school, as they 
had accomodation for several ad- 
ditional classes without much ex- 
pense in building, and the roads

Alfalfa Campaign — 
for 1914 | 


As would be seen from last issue, | 
the CP.R. are going to devote) 
special attention to the raising of | 
alfalfa through the Western Sec-| 
tion of the Irrigation Block, and | 
to that end have given their | 
ditchriders and watermasters special 
instructions to co-operate with the 
farmers in every possible way to} 
make the growing of alfalfa one of | 
the principal industries ot this dis-| 
trict. | 

There are now a number of fields | 
in different parts of the Western | 
Section that Were seeded to alfalfa | 
in rg10 and igii and further fields 
seeded in 1912 and 1913. It is| 
a notable tact that there has been 
no winter killing where proper care 
has been taken, and even where 
the fields have been sadly neglected 
the stand has been remarkably pet- | 
sistent. The best fields have made 
two cuttings of from 134 to 2 tons 
per acre when irrigated for each 
crop. The fields not irrigated have 
in most cases, only made one light 
cutting. 

AN IMPORTANT CROP 

Alfalfa is the most important crop 
and the basis of the most profitable | 
system of farming. for our lands, 
The feeding value of alfalta for

way. 

Owing to the short season I be- 
lieve from my observations that a 
thick stand is desirable, consequent- 
ly I would suggest seeding not less 
than fitteen to twenty pounds of 
seed to the acre. Where the land 
is to be irrigated a thick stand will 
give a larger tonnage, and the 
quality of the hay will be better, in 
that the stem will be finer and less 
woody, 

In the practice of diversified farm- 
ing it is a well-known fact that a 
good supply of well cured alfalfa 
hay would be a great aid to the 
rearing of ail kinds of young stock, 
and no particular arguments are 
necessary to emphasize the impori+ 
ance to the district of having a re- 
latively large area of cultivated 
land seeded down to this wonderful 
forage crop.

A LIGHT IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 
Use One of the Spark Plugs When You 
Have No Matches. 

Did you ever while making ar auto 
mobile tour find yourself on a lonels 
country road, perbans miles from the 
nearest house, and suddenly discover 

that you had no 


matches? If you 
were anxious to light the lamps or ea- 
gev for a smoke such a discovery 
would not prove at all conducive tu 
the sinoothuess of your temper 

There is a simple way in which ony 
one may secure a light without tbe vid 
of matches. You may be anxious foi 
a smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want to ligbt your lamp, but ip 
any event you can secure the, neces 
sary light if you will fulluw these di 
rections: 

Unscrew one of the spark plugs and 
let it He on the cylinder bead) Wrap a 
stnall wisp of waste ar d the end of 
any small stick of wood or if there is 
none bandy wrap it around the end of 
a screwdriver or any other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasoline until it is 
thoroughly soaked. Of course you 
should have only a very suiall piece of 
waste; otherwise the biave will be too 
big for you tu handle. After dipping 
this in the gasoline lay it close to the 
spark plug and turn the engive over un 
til this plug sparks. This wil! ignite 
the waste and you will have a little 
torch sufficient for lighting your lamp 
Even if there Is a beavy rain or snow 
you can secure a light In this manner 
sufficient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press

theless the officials worried with it 
until 1826, for the simple reason 
that they could not agree upon a 
new standard. 

The belief became common in the 
eighteenth century that such perish- 
able things as the king's arm made

| be found in the pendulum. Therefore 
|® committee of Parliament, in 1760, 
caused John Bird to prepare a stan- 
dard of measure based upon the sec- 
onds’ pendulum. This standard, 
which measured 36.00002 of our 
inches, was not adopted for’ more 
than sixty years. Finally, in 1824, it 
was provided that Bird’s yard 
should become the legal standard on 
the first day of January, 1825, 

The British had not yet learned, 
however, that accurate standurds are 
hard to make, and that, once made 
I they are worth careful attention. In

|newly adopted standard was so bad- 
ly damaged that it seemed worth- 
}less, Moreover, it soon disappeared 
completely, and was net found until 
1891. No copies had been made, 
and we were again without an accur- 
jate measurement of the yard 
| Bird bad left directions for r¢ 
| placing the standard, if it should 
;ever be lost, but different scientists 
| following these directions produced 
}Sticks varying widely in length 
| Therefore a new standard was pre 
| pared, as nearly like the old as pos- 
sible. In 1855, Parliament adopted 
the standard yard that remains to 
this day in England. lt is provided 
that “The straight line or distance 
between the centres of the transverse 
lines in the two gold plugs in the
